Bulgaria Calls Out Reserves. 
Sofia, Bulgaria, September 15.—No im- 


present critical juncture, pending the ar- 
rica] at the capital of Prince Ferdinand 
and a reply of the powers or some iInti- 
mation from them in response to Bulga- 
ria’s note.

Ringleaders Will Be Banighed. 

Constantinople, September 15.—The Rus- 
sian and Austrian embassies have made 
most serious representations to the porte 
regarding the excesses of the Turkish 
troops, especially the Albanians, in the 
vilavetsa of Monastir and Adrianople. The 
ringleader of the Albanian battalion at 
Prizeen which was responsible for much 
of the excesses and which has been sent 
back for insubordination will be banished. 

The Kurdish regiment which was stop- 
ped while entraining, owing to the rep- 


aceount of the well known cruelty of the 
Kurds, has surreptitiously left Constantl- 
nople for Adrianople, traveling by road. 


Bulgaria’s Answer to Turkey. 

Sofia, Bulgaria, September 15.—Replying 
to notes of the Turkish representatives 
here, in whch {t was alleged that the in- 
surrection in Macedonia was the work 
of Bulgarian bands who had crossed the 
frontier, the Bulgarian government on 
Saturday last replied, refuting the accu- 
sations, reviewing the history of the in- 
surrection and claiming that the outbreak 
was the direct result of the existing form 
of government in Macedonia which had 
forced the youth of the country to flee 
abroad and gradually organize the insur- 
rection. Bulgaria also declined all respon- 
sibility for events at Adrianople, which, 
it is declared, are due to the persecu- 
tion of the Bulgarian population. Finally, 
Bulgaria stated that the Turkish govern- 
ment was prolonging a situation filled 
with perils to the principality and point- 
ing out that there was danger of a ca- 
tastrophe disastrous to both countries.

Macon Council Revokes Per- 
mit Issued to Barkeeper 
Freel,

Because he sold liquor on Sunday and 
was detected and convicted, John Freel, 
whose place of business is on Bridge 
row, was put out of the bar room game 
tonight by the board of aldermen. 

Some days ago Freel was arraigned 
in the police court charged with having 
violated the ordinance controlling the 
sale of whisky by selling on Sunday. The 
evidence was sufficient to warrant a 
conviction, and immediately after the 
board convened tonight Clerk Hill, re- 
ported the infringement of the law, as 
he is by ordinance directed to do, in or- 
der that the aldermen might declare 
Freel’'s liquor license forfeited. 

“Oh, I think,” said Alderman Jones, 
“that we should give Freel a chance. 
Freel isn’t alone in violating the Sunday 
law, and yet other licenses were not for- 
feited. There’s no use being too hard 
on this man.’’ 

“I don't agree with the alderman who 
has just spoken,” said Alderman Damour. 
“It is to the interest of the people of 
Macon and to the interest of the liquor 
dealers of Macon that we should declare 
that man’s license forfeited.” 

Freel's Hcense was declared forfeited 
by a vote of 10 to 2 and the saloon will 
be closed.

MANY MISTAKES 
IN TAX BOOKS 


Condition of Accounts of De 
Kalb Officials Causes 
Comment, 


The examination of the books of the 
Officials of DeKalb county has resulted 
in disclosures that will doubtless have 
thetr effect upon the affairs of the coun- 
ty. The examination is being conducted 
by Peter F. Clarke, cashier of the Ger- 
mania savings bank, of Atlanta, who is 
One of the best known expert account- 
ants in this section of the state and 
whose last big work was in the defunct 
Capital City national bank, where he 
checked up the $94,000 shortage of G. H. 
Sims. 

The reports of Mr. Clarke, which are 
being made to J. E. McClelland, chair- 
man of the board of county commis- 
sioners, show that the books of 8. D. 
Warren, tax receiver of DeKalb county, 
are in a deplorable condition. Mistakes 
are found on nearly every page. 

An examination of the books of County 
Treasurer J. L. Johnson has also been 
completed by the accountant. Clerical 
errors Which made Treasurer Johnson 
short about $928 were shown. The treas- 
urer promptly gave his check to the 
county for the amount. 

The books of Tax Receiver Warren deal 
largely with the tax returns of DeKalb 
county. It is said that the mistakes 
foot up something like $300,000. Until 
Mr. Clarke has completed his examina- 
tion it will be impossible to tell exactly 
the outcome. It may be that DeKdib 
will find itself owing more taxes to the 
state. 

After the examination has been com- 
pleted it is the understanding that Com- 
missioner McClelland will report the mat- 
ter to the grand jury and have some ef- 
fort made to straighten out the accounts 
of the county.

department in Chattanooga. Secret sere 
vice men were sent by .Mr. Wil§ams to 
the plaintiff who furnished them the 
names of the conspirators and names of 
reputable citizens as witnesses against 
them. Warrants were issued and the con- 
spirators arrested and indicted by the 
grand jury, but the plaintiff asserts that 
he was afterwards informed that. the 
case was compromised.

COURT ACOQUITS, 
MOODY CENSURES 


Secretary of Navy Declares 
Ensign Wortman’s Negli- 
gence Caused Deaths. 


Washington, Septemebr  15.—Secretary 
Moody has disapproved the findings in 
the case of Ensign Ward K. Wortman, 
U. S. N., who was retired by court- 
martial and acquitted of the charge of 
“culpable inefficiency in the performance 
of duty.” 

The secretary has had the findings un- 
Ger consideration since last March. Wort- 
man on January 16, last, off San Juayg. 
was in charge of the third gun divis- 
fon, on the Massachusetts, including the 
two eight inch guns, in the starboard 
after turret, when one of them, during 
target practice exploded, injuring nine 
enlisted men, all of whom afterward 
Gied. The court of inquiry found Woart- 
man guilty of error of judgment in 
giving an order to open the breech of 
the gun for the purpose of electric fir- 
ing while the gun was loaded. The 
court recommended that no further pro 
ceedings be had in the matter. The sec- 
retary, however, ordered a courtmar- 
tial on the basis of the court's findings 
and Wortman was acquitted by this 
court. 

Secretarv Moody differs from the court’s 
finding that there was insufficient evi- 
denee to prove that the lanyard led out 
and was hooked when the order to 
Open the breech was given. In his re- 
view the secretary says: 

“After a cdreful review of 
evidence I am of the opinion that the 
accused failed to exercise the care 
which was required of him; that in giv- 
ing the order to open the breech of 
the gun nnder the circumstances, which 
the evidence proves, he was negligent; 
that the death of nine enlisted men re- 
eulted from his negligence and that in 
what he did and failed to do

England Must Meet Policies 
of Other Nations 


——— 


|}Cabinet Met, but Fiscal Question 
Was Not Decided — Protected 
Countries, Balfour Declares, 
Have Great Advantage 
Qver Britain. 


London, September 15.—In anticipation 
of today’s cabinet meeting, spectatcrs 
gathered early in Dowing street, evincing 
the suspense which prevails in all quar- 
ters and which has been heightened, if 
anything since yesterday by the delay 
in the announcement of the fiscal decison 
which is so eagerly awaited, 

The cabinet met at 3 p. m. and the sit- 
ting ended at 4:30. 

Colonial Secretary Chamberlain entered 
the foreign office by a passage from the 
colonial office and subsequently wags not 
seen hy the public which today mgde no 
demonstration. Nothing definite has so 
far developed regarding the result of the 
cabinet meeting. The ministers are leav- 
ing town and it is presumed that no more 
meetings wil] be held in the immediate 
future, The published statements both 
deny and aver (tat the fiscal question 
was discussed today. 

Premier Balfour issued tonight the ad- 
vance sheets of a pamphlet on the sub- 
ject of ‘‘Insular Free Trade,” in which he 
presents at length arguments in favor 
of a change of Great Britain's fiscal pol- 
icy. 

Mr. Balfour says he approaches the 
subject from the standpoint of a free- 
trader as far ag comtemporary circum- 
stances wil] permit. He continues: 

‘IT am a free trader, but not of the pat- 
tern which holds that the doctrine of free 
trade is so universal] in its application 
and so capable of an exact expression 
that every conclusion to which it logically 
leads must be accepted without hesita- 
tion and without reserve.” 

The premier points out that as a result 
of England's policy of retaining a fiseal 
policy made for a free trade country in 
a world of free traders, not for a free 
trade country in a world of protection- 
ists, the rate of her export trade has not 
increaseqd and in fact has seriously di- 
minished. 

Meanwhile Germany, America, France, 
Russa and even Great Britain’s self-gov- 
erning colonies continue to. build up a 
protected interest within their borders. 

Mr. Balfour says the mistakes made by 
the free traders half a century ago have 
left Great Britain bearing allj the burdens 
and enjoying only half the advantages 
which should attach to the empire. He 
devoteg considerable space to the effect 
of protection upon combinations in coune- 
tries in which protection exists. This, 
the premier points out, is to the disad- 
vantage of the British manufacturer, who 
is unable to compete with the foreign 
manufacturer who is able to sell abroad 
at a lower price than he charges for the 
same article at home, 

Mr.: Balfour declares that the optimists 
who advocate a continuance of the tree 
trade policy in face of the injury worked 
by protection on Great Britain's interest 
are foolish and their arguments little 
short of reckless. The only possible hope 
of a mitigaiionsof the evil is through ne- 
gotiation which, he says, can only appeal 


tries. and in the case of the colonies, to 
self-interest coupled with sentiment. 
Think It Significant. 

The publication of the pamphlet imme- 
diately after the momentous cabinet coun- 
cil held yesterday and today indicates 
that it embodies a statement of policy 
accepted or rather acquiesced by the ma- 
jority of the cabinet. 


the idea of a preferential tariff with the 
colonies and the taxation of food, in favor 
of a system of retaliatory duties. 

In short, the great question of protec- 
tion, so far as the cabinet is concerned, is 
still undecided. What will be Colonial 
Secretary Chamberlain’s aftitude is the 
burning question of the moment. The 
most striking feature of Mr. Balfour's 
pamphlet is that from the beginning to 
the end, it does not refer to ir. Chamber- 
lain’'s proposals. 

It is believed that within a day or two 
the resignation of the chancellor of the 
exchequer, Mr. Ritchie, and perhaps the 
duke of Devonshire, will be announced, 
although nothing certain is known. 

According to The Daily Mail, Mr. Cham- 
berlain agrees, under the stress of neces- 
sity, not to press his programme. The 
paper says he probably will not admit 
that his schemes are abandoned, but 
nevertheless they can safely be regarded 
by the public as dead for the time being

WEGNER’S BODY 
GOES TO SCIENCE 


Suicide Wanted Medical 
Students To Have His 
Remains. 


Richmond, Va., September |5.—(Special.) 
After mailing a letter to a friend giving 
the date of his birth and death, and di- 
recting that his body be turned over to 
the medical college of Virginia for ana- 
tomical purposes, Charles H. Wegner, a 
piano maker of note, committed suicide 
this evening by hanging himself in his 
room at Fourth and Grace streets. The 
act had been well planned. No detat] had 
been overloédked. A strong catch had been 
screwed up into the door ffame and the 
venerable musician, after putting a cord 
around his throat, put both snappers 
over the meta] support and swung down. 
There was a bundle of papers under his 
feet and he doubtless stood on these to 
adjust the cord, 

Mr. Wegner was for some years with 
Knabe Bros. in Baltimore, but had lived 
here for thirty years. He had recently 
been in very bad health and told Dr. 
Hoge he wanted his body cut up after 
his death, so that the medical students 
could see how a man lived for twenty 
years without any digestion. 

Wegner, who was 66 years old, wrote 
a letter yesterday to C. G. Vietriech, of 
the German Aid Society, giving the date 
of his birth and death and directing the 
disposition to be made of his body. The 
money received for the body was to be 
used tO pay back rent and burial ex- 
penses. In the absence of Dr, Hoge the 
remains were turned over to the German 
Aid Society. Wegner had no family.

Montgomery, Ala., September |5.—(Spe- 
cial.)\—This portion of Alabama did not 
suffer much*from the storm that did so 
much damage *in Florida, this section 
getting only the outer edge of the storm 
and the rains were m@agderate. The rain 
was heavy to excess in eastern and 
southeastern Alabama, accompanied by 
high winds. It is thought the damage to 
Open cotton in this section is consider- 
able, 

Heavy Damage at Chipley. 

Chipley, Fla., September 15.—(Special.) 
A most fearful storm has visited this 
section of the country, and there is no 
doubt but what the cotton crop through- 
out this entfre section has been ruined. 
There is no calculating what the damage 
has been to the farming industry of this 
eountry. It has continued to rain and 
ig still raining very heavily. 

No Lives Lost in Alabama. 

Montgomery, Ala., September 15.—Sipe- 
Clals to The Advertiser from Opelika, 
Eufaula, Ozark, Troy and other south 
Alabama towns tell of damage done by 
the storm. Houses were unroofed, trees 
uprooted and the cotton crop damaged. 
So far no lives have been reported jost. 

Steamship in Distress. 

Newport News, Va., September 15.— 
The British steamship Traveler iimped 
into port this morning in distress, after 
encountering the terrible storm which 
destroyed the British steamship Inchulva. 

The Traveler is now lying at anchor 
in the stream, but will proceed to the 
ship yard for repairs.

RAIN WON’T HELP COTTON. 


Crop Was Too Far Advanced and 
Much of It Will Be 
Injured. 

According to the weekly weather and 
crop bulletin of the weather bureau 
the rains came too late to do cotton 
any good. The summary of the report 


follows: 

“The three weeks’ drought continued 
until Sunday the 13. During Sunday 
night rains were quite general over most 
of the state, and were heavy in sev- 
eral southern courtities. While these 
rains will do late corn and minor crops 
good, cotton Is rather too far advanced 
to be benefited; that which is open and 
ready to pick wil) be seriously injured 
by discoloration. The warm, dry weath- 
er which prevailed during the major 
rortion of the week intensified the dam- 
age to. all late crops, but was favor- 
able for picking cotton and saving fod- 
der. Cotton continues to open prema- 
turely, shed and rust. Picking has been 
pushed and is now quite general, but 
there is a scarcity of labor in some 
southern counties, there ts practically no 
top crop and the season's yield will be 
short. There has been no préparation 
for fall seeding, the ground being too 
dry and hard for plowing. WLate corn, 
except on bottom land, is firing and 
falling rapidly. The continued = dry 
weather was detrimental to turnigs, ger- 
mination and growth being entirely ar- 
rested. Fodder pulling hag been, com- 
pleted in a number of counties, and 
the yleld was large and of excellent 
quality. The rains now in progress will 
doubtless greatly revive pastures and 
replenish many streams that were be- 
coming very low.”

ORANGES BADLY 
HURT BY STORM 


Reported That the Loss Will Be 


About Fifty Per Cent of Crop, 


Communication with Storm-Swept 
Section Is Difficult—Wires Still 
Down—Three Negroes Killed 
by Falling Timbers at 
Lumber Camp. 


Jacksonville, Fla., September 15.—All 
communication with the west coast of 
Florida, south of Tampa and Arcadia, 
is still cut off and no report has been 
received from any of the towns of that 
section beyond the rumor that Punta 
Rassa has been destroyed. The damage 
in middle Florida is probably much less 
than was at first belleved, and was prin- 
cipally inflicted by rain, which injured 
the crops and caused many washouts on 
the railroads, 

Wires Are Still Down. 

Jacksonville, Fla., September 15.—Fur- 
ther news of the.storm continues to ar- 
rive, though a large part of the storm- 
swept area has not been heard from. 
Wires are still down and it is impossible 
to get trains through on account of wash- 
outs. 

Three negroes were killed by failing 
timbers at the camp of the Cummer 
Lumber Company, near Gainesville, and 
another seriously hurt, and- he will prob- 
ably die. A dwelling and several cot- 
tages were wrecked. 

At Mulberry the phosphate plants are 
reported as greatly damaged. They have 
been compelled to shut down until the 
water subsides. 

At Bartow the roof was blown from 
the Bartow house and from the residence 
of the president of the South Florida 
Military college. 

A number of mules were killed by the 
falling of an old shed at Phosphoria. 

From all parts of the state great dam- 
age to the turpentine industry Is _ re- 
ported. 

Wire connection was made tonight with 
Arcadia, !n DeSoto county, about 40 
miles farther south than Tampa. A spe- 
cial from that place to The Times-Union 
says: 

Great Damage to Oranges. 

“Reports are slowly coming In of dam- 
age done by the huprgicane Friday night 
and Saturday No trains are running 
The damage to the 
Orange groves is very great. Orange men 
estimate the loss to the crop from 25 to 
40 per cent. The loss to the county by 
damage to the bridges and roads will 
amount to $10,000. Mary orange trees 
were torn to pieces, the fruit spiitting 
and dropping on the ground. The roads 
are impassable, the farmers having dif- 
ficulty In getting food supplies. Many 
housés were blown down, but the only 
loss of life is Hugh Morton, who was 
drowned at Wilder's saw mill.” 

In the western portion of the state all 
wires are in bad condition and all means 
of communication have heen demoral- 
ized. Reports are coming in slowly from 
the interfor, adding to the general dam- 
ages, and rumors are rife that severe 
damage was wrought In portions of the 
state which have not yet been heard 
from. Cedar Keys and Pensacola, tn 
addition to other places along the coast, 
have been damaged, but the 
loss cannot be learned. 

West and south of Tampa there !s no 
communication, and it !s reported that 
Fort Myers, St. Petersburg, Punta Gorda 
and Punta Rassa suffered much damage. 

The damage to the orange crop ts re- 
ported to be heavier than at first thought, 
and it is estimated now that the loss tn 
some sections will be 50 per cent on this 
year’s crop. 

In the path of the tornado It {!s stated 
that fully 15 per cent of all the pine 
trees have been levele@ to the ground, 
causing great loss to the turpentine Itn- 
dustry, while the general summary indil- 
cates that the fury and destruction of 
the storm will cause losses amounting to 
hundreds of thousands of dollars. 

A train got tRfrough the storm district 
0* middle Florida tenignt. “The damage 
is not as great as ‘supposed from the 
break'rg of the wires and stoppage of 
the trains. The cottcn crop was greatly 
injured by heavy rains and the turpen- 
tine industry suffered. Carabelle was 
flooded by high water from the gulf, but 
the damage was slight. 

Steamer Is Damaged. 

New York, September 15.—The Munson 
line steamer Olinda arrived in port to- 
day from Havana and other Cuban ports 
in a disabled: condition as a result of the 
hurricane off the coast of Florida. Tre- 
mendous seas swept the decks repeatedly, 
carried away a life boat and disabled the 
steering gear. The Olinda, after the 


storm, was steered with the partly dam- 
aged hand steering gear. 
Many Wrecks Were Seen. 

Havana, September 15.—The captain 
of the steamer Vigilancia, from New York 
September 10, which arrived here yes- 
terday, reports that the vessel sighted 
many wrecks on the Florida coast, one 
of them being !0 miles north of Jupiter, 
where a schooner had been wrecked. Her 
crew is ashore. Further south a Stand- 
ard Oil Company barge is stranded and 
30 miles south a Spanish steamer from 
Bilboa is broken in two. Still further 
south a four-masted schooner is ashore.

United States Senator Clay was in 
Washington for a few hours on busi- 
ness a few days since and his presence 
being noted by the workers upon 
Newspaper Row, the imaginations of 
some of these gentlemen became ex- 
tremely active.

In this Sen- 
ator Clay was quoted as having de- 
clared that the southern states had 
practically determined upon the char- 
acter and complexion of their delega- 
tions to the mext democratic national 
convention and incidentally he was 
represented as saying some very harsh 
things about Mr. Bryan. Senator Clay 
requests that The Constitution enter 
the strongest possible disclaimer 
against that alleged interview. He 
says he did not give out any interview 
or assume to say what any of the 
southern states will do, and that the 
only time he made mention of national 
politics was when ue declined to dis- 
cuss the subject. He did not at any 
time use the language attributed to 
him,

Peary and the Yacht Races. 

In view of the published statement 
that it cost not less that $900,000 to 
defend the America cup, Lieutenant 
Peary makes the modest suggestion 
that he believes he can find the north 
pole for less than one-fourth tnat sum. 
He is only asking for $200,000. 

That ought to set some of the mon- 
eyed men of the country to thinking. 
To many of them the sum Lieutenant 
Peary mentions is a mere bagatelle. 
If Mr. Iselin and his associates of the 
American syndicate are willing to 
spend so much money to defend the 
fair name of the country in a yacht 
race, ought not some one of them be 
willing to stake this brave and in- 
trepid explorer for the greatest of all 
international contests—the race for 
the pole? 

Visionary may be the dream of the 
pole hunters, but they will never give 
up until some one of them has reached 
the coveted goal. It seems almost cer- 
tain that but little scientific gain will 
follow the arrival of man at the high- 
est north point, but even if that be 
true, it is certainly worth while that 
the first to reach there should carry 
the Stars and Stripes. 

Peary is the best equipped Ameri- 
can to make that race today. He 
should have every possible encourage- 
ment. The capitalist who gives him 
the opportunity will win fame for him- 
self and glory for his country—glory 
far greater, even, than can he gar- 
nered from administering annual de- 
feats to the gallant tea king of Britain 
and Ceylon.

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Legality of the Boycott. 

The legality of the boycott is going 
to be passed upon in a practical way 
by the United States courts. 

A case of unusual interest to the 
business and industrial world, as well 
as the world of labor, has just been 
brought at Bridgeport, Conn. A firm 
of hat manufacturers—D. BE. Loewe & 
Co., of Danbury—has entered guit 
against the national officers of the 
American Federation of Labor and the 
national officers of the United Hatters 
of North America, and against two 
hundred and fifty members of these 
organizations, residents of Danbury, 
who were formerly in the employ of 
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they refused to employ only union 
labor in their factory, upon demand of 
the union in 1901 thelr goods were 
boycotted both in the United States 
and in Canada, and that in 1902 the 
union men in their employ were called 
out on a strike. The plaintiffs ask 
damages in the sum of $240,000. 

The piaintiffs claim further that the 
trade mark of the United Hatters of 
North America is employed by the de 
iendants to further the sale of hats 
made by union labor, to the detriment 
of the employers of non-union hatters, 
and that the journals of the American 
Federation of Labor and of the United 
Hatters of North America have been 
used to denounce the goods of the 
plaintiffs. 

Action is brought under the provi- 
Sions of the Sherman anti-trust law, 
an “‘act to protect trade and commerce 
against unlawful restraint and monop- 
oly.” As there will probably be little 
question as to the facts in the case, 
the adjudication of the cause in the 
courts will be of interest with refer- 
ence to the effect upon the legality of 
the boycott.

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The Real Test. 

The old-timers who have been rath- 
er loud in expressing doubt whether 
the present-day trotting horse is 
speedier than Maud S. and others of 
blessed memory must now take a back 
seat. 

Much has been said by gentlemen 
who love to hark back to the old favor- 
ites about the track and racing condi- 
tions of today making all the differ- 
ence. That there has been improve 
ment in this respect there can be no 
doubt, but Lou Dillon, queen of all trot- 
ters, has demonstrated that there has 
been great improvement in trotting 
stock as well. 

While her two-minute mile will 
probably go down into history as her 
most notable feat the record she made 
on the Gienville track is important in 
that it will silence the old-time critics 
upon their pet hobby. In this last 
test, Lou Dillon was sent against the 
Maud S. record of 2:08 3-4 under ex- 
actly the same conditions that the 
former queen made her record, old- 
fashioned high wheeled sulky and sim- 
ilar harness and trappings, and the 
new queen clipped 3 3-4 seconds from 
that former record. She was, in a 
sense, handicapped by being new to 
these conditions, and her driver feels 
confident she can yet make a mile 
under them in 2:03. 

If there had been any real doubt 
that the trotter had been gradually 
but certainly developed to a higher 
rate of speed, regardless of improved 
conditions, this Glenville performance 
settled it.

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A Few Plain Facts. 

If it were possible to reduce the so- 
called “negro problem” to exact fac- 
tors it would be easier to argue them 
to their several effects and so reach 
toward a practical if not mathematical 
solution of the whole question. 

It is incumbent upon those who as- 
sert the problem to point out the por- 
tentous facts and establish the theorem 
of menace for which they prefer their 
volunteer and radical preventitives. 

Suppose some one tells us that two 
such unassimilable races as the whites 
and the blacks cannot safely and help- 
fully occupy the same territory at the 
same time under a policy of equai nat- 
ural rights? To accept that as true 
would demand a reversal of all the 
justifications of the south when con- 
tending against the ideas of the orig- 
inal abolitionists of the north, and of 
the south, who first championed the 
rights of the negroés to the bare item 
of personal freedom. Slavery was de- 
fended throughout the south and with 


tremendous ability in congress, as a 


humane, civilizing and practically pa- 
ternal system for the best behoof of 
a child-like race. The most fanatical 
philanthropy prior to the “reconstruc- 
tion” madness, never once demanded 
the universal education, suffrage and 
political equality of the negroes. And 
nowhere in the south or.in the north, 
was the mere physical presence of the 
negro race among the whites regarded 
as any more incongruous, or menacing 
to peace, than was the presence of peo- 
ples of any other than Caucasian 
blood. 

Is it the political power of the negro 
that constitutes any part of the prob- 
lem? What is the menace in it when 
not a member of the race holds a seat 
from the south in congress or a state 
office of any consequence anywhere? 
And do not those who inveigh against 
that fact from northern platforms 
stand hesitant before the door of the 
United States supreme court, afraid 
to invite its decision upon their conten- 
tions? 

Or, is it the labor power of the 
negro that requires his removal from 
the south? Our race discussions and 
riots do not occur in the agricultural 
regions where the negroes abound. 
The negroes are not acquiring land at 
a rate that threatens white control of 
the soil and products of our section. 
The black man, bound in and drawn 
by the cords of his appetites and ex- 
travagances, will continue indefinitely 
a debtor to the lender and the seller. 
He is the cheapest, most tractable and 
easiest controlled laborer this or any 
other people ever had. To drive him 
from the south would be to set our 
people upon a wild and troublesome 
hunt for a substitute—perhaps only to 
catch a race of Tartars beside which 
the negro would be esteemed an eléct 
man. 

The notion that the negro may be- 
come a dominant competitor in trades, 
arts and professions with white men 
is silly and self-depreciating in any 
white man who proclaims it.. The 
south affords ample fields of employ- 
ment for all such negroes |

man out-of a necessary job that he 
can occupy. 

What, then, of the social menace of 
the negro’s presence? Is there any? 
Social separation between the races 
has never been more complete and rigid 
than today. The negro never under- 
stood and never can understand, better 
than he now does that there is an im- 
passable gulf between his race and 
the white race in the matters of social 
equality. The southern white man 
who expresses dread of social amal- 
gamation between the races in the 
south {s a fit subject for pity and a 
straight-jacket! 

There is a verdict in this country 
that thunders above the. sheet-iron 
shakings of pulpits, platforms and 
presses. It regards no man’s fantas- 
tics and no man’s fears. It is the ver- 
dict of the national common sense and 
that verdict has already been uttered. 
The utterance is in harmony with the 
principles of justice as derived from 
the eternal and the philosophy of civi- 
lization as developed by experience. 
It says that the negro is here under 
conditions that forbiu his expulsion 
without violating the fundamental 
principles of the American system 
and destroying the identical guarart- 
tees of liberty that we claim for our 
own protection. He must remain “the 
white man’s burden” in America until 
sane and humane Americanism can 
show him, drill him and inspire him 
to shoulder himself as his own bur- 
den and go of his own motion to what- 
soever land and conditions he deems 
best for himself and his posterity. 


A Word with Gunton’s. 

Gunton’s Magazine takes The Con- 
stitution to task for certain comments 
we recently made upon its statements 
regarding the effects of free trade on 
agriculture in England. 

The editor of Gunton’s distorts cu- 
riously the whole trend of our criti- 
cism. We did not think for a moment 
to deny his statement that free trade 
in foodstuffs had caused a loss of acre- 
age, products and wages to English 
agricuiture. On the contrary, we used 
those facts ourselves te show that 
England cannot now afford to levy 
bread taxes, as proposed by Mr. Cham- 
berlain, because she cannot under any 
circumstances feed her people and 
must come to us as her cheapest mar- 
ket to get the bread anil meat of her 
miilions of peovie cf all classes. 

The point we mado was that Eng- 
land would be extremely foolish to al- 
low American protectionists to wheedle 
her into adopting the American policy 
as contained in the bingley act or a 
Simulacrum of it. We have unlimited 
capacity to produce focdstuffs. 
land, as we showed, is elearly beyond 
the power of self-support. To tax her 
people for bread and meat from our 
fields and ranges would mean, we ~e- 
peat, a cost of !iving that would eitber 
Starve half tne nation, paraly:e its 
manufactures or produce a revolution 
such as that which happened in these 
former colonies of 1776. 

We trust the editor of Gunton’s will 
see our point more clearly now. and 
take in the red flag cf his vaunted bet- 
ter knowleige o’% British conditions 
simply because ne is himself British 
born. 


Dodging a Debt Limit. 

The city authorities of New York 
need more money. They always do. 
But the constitutiona] de>dt limit set 
on municipalities has been s0 nearly 
reached that no more bonds can be 
issued to supply the desired boodle. 
To the ordinary citizen the situation 
would seem to be chock-a-bluck and 
the authorities reduced to the vulgar 
necessity of living within the city’s 
income. 

But the reform administration of 
Gotham does not need to be shown 
any of the devices of modern political 
financiering. By the simple expedi- 
ent of largely increasing the valua- 
tions of real estate throughout the city 
they have obtained a fine margin over 
the old percentage figures for bond- 
ing purposes and will proceed to mar- 
ket new batches of bonds at their 
pleasure. 

This is, indeed, one of the favorite 
tricks by which both honest and dis- 
honest municipal legislators get money 
for good or evil purposes. If the debt 
limit is seven per centum of the prop- 
erty valuation it is easy to double the 
valuation and issue another seven per 
centum of bonds. The interest on the 


tax bills. 

Yet this trick would be impossible 
if all properties, of the municipality 
were assessed and taxed upon a fixed 
| and equitable basis. It is only be- 
cause the debimakers can justify the 
increased assessments that they can 
justify also the increased debt limit 
they create in the fashion mentioned. 
Hence the greater need for a system 
of equal and honest taxation in every 
municipality.

‘Defendant Says He Was Sen- 


fenced for Misdemeanor 


Simonds Brings Action Against the 
‘Georgia Iron and Coal Co. for 
$10,000, Claiming Unlaw- 
ful Imprisonment in a 
Felony Camp.

John Simonds filed a suit in the United 
States district court yesterday afternoon 
against the Georgia Iron and Coal Com- 
pany, for the sum of $10,000 charging 
that the defendant had unlawfully placed 
him in confinement and forced nim to 
work in its mines in Bartow county, 
thus injuring his body and _ causing 
him great humiliation and suffering of 
mind. 

The suit states that John Simonds was 
eonvicted of a misdemeanor on October 
25. 1901, in the superior court of Fannin 
ceunty and was sentenced to the chain- 
fang under direction of the ordinary of 
this count~ or the county authorities or 
on such work as the county authorities 
might employ the chaingang for the 
next twelve months. 

The piaintif€ was then, according to his 
sult, unlawfully taken possession of by 
the Iron and Coal Company, whe de- 
prived him of his liberty and put him 
to work in thé mines in Bartow county. 
placing him in a condition of servitude, 
contrary to the will of the prisoner, and 
in violation of the plaintiff's rights of 
personal freedom and security, guaran- 
teed him by the United States. He was 
kept in this condition of servitude un- 
til December 15. when he was released 
from his confinement by order of the gov- 
ernor of the state. 

Simonds claims that such detention and 
confinement was unlawful and illegal, be- 
cause it was unauthorized by the sen- 
tence of conviction and because under the 
laws of the state, authorized or not, the 
defendant had no right to imprison 
and to work as a convict a man con- 
victed for «a misdemeanor and that on 
account of his bad health caused by his 
confinement and his agony and numil- 
jation of mind, he asks the sum of $10,- 
000. Hie attorneys are C. L. Pettigrew 
and George S. Bell.

Professor T. J. Woofter, o? the chair of 
Pedagogy at the state university, was 
yesterday elected by the state board of 
education a member of the subcoimmis- 
sion which is to pass on the sampies of 
text books submitted with bids under 
the state uniformity law. 

The election of a new member was 
necessitated by the resignation of Pro- 
fessor J. Harris Chappell, president of 
the Georgia Normal and Industrial col- 
lege at Milledgeville.

He 
has been sick for some time with fever 
and recently had a relapse. As the sub- 
commission {is to take up its work at an 
early date, he found that he would be 
unable to serve, and yesterday State 
School Commissioner Merritt received a 
letter from him tendering his resignation 
on this account. 

The state board of education, which is 
known under the new law as the state 
text-book commission, held a meeting 
for the purpose of electing his successor 
and decided upon Professor Woofter. 
Professor Woofter is ex-president of the 
West Virginia State Normal institute, 
ex-professor of mathematics at Mercer 
university, and at the time of his elec- 
tion to the chair of pedagogy at the state 
university, was instructor in the art of 
teaching at the Georgia Normal at Mil- 
ledgeville, a chair which he had held 
for tour or five years. He is regarded 
as one of the ablest exponents of the art 
of teaching in Georgia, and, it is stated, 
will make a strong addition to the sub- 
commission. 

The meeting of the subcommission was 
to have taken place next Saturday, but 
owing to the election of a new member 
yesterday and the fact that other mem- 
bers have engagements which will pre- 
vent them from attending at that time, 
it has again been postponed, this time 
until Saturday, September 26. This meet- 
ing will be held for the purpose of a 
conference with the state board with a 
view to outlining the work before the 
subcomm1ssion.

Fifty-five hundred voters have qualified 
for the city primary that is to be held 
on September 24. The registration books 
closed yesterday afternoon at 6 o’clock 
and it is now too late to register for the 
municipal primary of this year. 

The figures given out yesterday after- 
noon by Ceunty Registrar Stewart are 
the result merely of his estimate. Until 
the duplicates and triplicates have been 
destroyed and unti] the names upon the 
st have been counted it will be impos- 
sible to tell exactly how many citizens 
are eligible to vote this year. 

The registration list is much smaller 
than usual. During years when mayors 
of Atlanta are to be selected the regis- 
tration usually runs up to 10,000 or I1,- 
000 names, and on off years the registra- 
tion usually goes to about 7,500. It will 
be therefore noted that the iist is this 
year smaller than usual by about 2,000 
names. 

The small registration is belfeved by 
those who are posted on political affairs 
to be a reflection upon the strength of 
the candidates who have announced for 
office for this year. They believe that 
the smal] registration is the result of the 
inability of the candidates to create suf- 
ficient interest fn their political ambt- 
tions.

CREATURES KILLED 
BY THE SUNLIGHT 


(From Pearson's Weekly.) 

The cavern beetle was first discovered 
some seventy years ago in an Austrian, 
cave, the Grotto of Adelsberg. One speci- 
men only was caught and, though its 
discovered offered a prize of £5 for an- 
othr, it was fourteen years before a sec- 
ond was found. 

The cavern beetle has a little round 
body, very lcng legs, and absolutely no 
eyse at all, Brought out from its gloomy 
haunts into the Wight of the sun it dies 
almost immediately. Yet in its pitch- 
dark home far beneath the surface of the 
earth it moves with as great rapidity and 
certainty as any of its eyed relatives on 
the upper soil. 

To make up for its lack of sight, It {fs 
provided with antennae of extraordinary 
length and delicacy. By means of these 
it feels its way over the rough surface 
of the stone apd hunts its gray—other 
smaller blind insects—with great rapid- 
ity and absolute cértaintx. 

The cavern beetle has its enemies. The 
blothrus (a species of scorpion) and the 
great eyelegss spider hunt It remorselessly. 
Prince Khevenhuller, who thoroughly ex- 
plored these caves some years ago, de- 
scribes it as a mgst extraordinary sight 
to watch by the light of a candle & scer- 
pion, absolutely eyeless, hunting 4 beetle 
equally blind along the cavern wall. Al- 
though the beetle was several feet in 
front of the scorpion, and Gvided from it 
by a fissure in the rock, yet the scorpion 
tracked it with absolute and almost ap- 
palling certainty.

The spider found in these caves is of 
a lovely ivory white, and is able, like the 
other insects which inhabit the same sub- 
terranean depths, to run very rapidly, 
and find its way with as positive certainty 
as if it had eyes and light to use them. 
Like several of the others, it, too, per- 
ishes if taken out of the cave. Sunlight 
seems to wither and shrivel up these in- 
sects just as though they had been placed 
in front of a hot fire. 

Yet, in spite of this fact, it is known 
that the blind cave creatures are de- 
seended from others which originally 
lived in the light of day. 

An extraordinary proof of this is that, 
though no faintest ray marks the differ- 
ence ‘between day and darkness in the 
depths they live in, yet it has been as- 
certained. beyond the shadow of doubt 
that those whose ancestors were noctur- 
nal in their habits still prefer to move 
about during those hours when the sur- 
face of the earth is in darkness.

The caven rat, found in the Mammoth 
cave of Kentucky, is of a soft, bluish 
color, with white neck and feet. It has 
enormous eyes, black as night, but quite 
unprovided with iris. 

These eyes are perfectly insensible to 
light, and when the experiment has been 
made of catching a cavern rat and 
turning it loose in bright sunlight, it 
blunders about, striking itself against 
@erything, is unable to provide itself 
with food and finally falls down and dies. 

In its native depths, however, it 1s 
able to lead a comfortable enough exist- 
ence, as its enormously long whiskers 
are so extremely Sensitive that they en- 
able it to find its way rapidly through 
the darkness. The principal food of the 
cavern rat consists a kind of large 
cricket of a pale yellow color, and, like 
most other cave dwellers, itself perfectly

At San Marcos, Tex., borings were re- 
cently made to provide a water supply 
for some new fish hatcheries.

COTTON NOT YET DEPOSED + — 
BY ANY OF CEREAL CROPS 


N 1897-98, when cotton on Spot was 

selling only a fraction above 5c in New 

York and 3d flat in Liverpool, its friends 
expressed the opinion that it Was no 
longer king; that its subjects had for- 
saken it and that its production was a 
useless expense, and turned their atten- 
tion to corn, and on that account corn 
was proclaimed king. 

Conditions have changed. Cotton has 
been gelling as high as I5c. Consumption 
hag overtaken production and the pro- 
ducer is now assured a remunerative price 
for all the cotton he can produce. 

Cotton resumes the throne once more, 
as can be seen from the following article 
on the subject from The Wall Street 
Journal: 

“The dependence of one peopte upon 
another is signally illustrated by the ef- 
fect of the American corner in cotton 
wpon the cotton manufacturing industries 
of Europe. This is not the first time 
that a shortage in cotton has produced 
distress in the cotton mill dfstricts of 
England and the continent. In 1860 this 
country produced 4,669,770 bales of cot- 
ton. The civil war practically cut the 
rest of the world off from this source of 
supply, and in fact it was not until 1876 
that the last ante bellum crop was 
equaled. The distress amOng the cotton 
spinners in Manchester, Wngland, was 
profound. The cutting off of the chief 
supply of raw cotton was an awful dils- 
aster, scarcely less than a famine in food 
supply would have been, 

“The present corner, of course, has 
produced no calamity like that, but its 


effects have been world wide. The Amer. 
fean consul at Rouen, for instance, writes 
to the state department concerning: ‘the 
crisis’ in the cotton industry of France 
as a result of the high price of the raw 
product. Production is reduced, mills 
are closing and leading Frenchmen &re 
giving to the problem. thus presented 
much thought and study, Not only is the 
high price of raw cotton a developmens 
that causes alarm, but the growth of 
cotton manufactures in the United States 
is noted, and M. Baudin ,ex-minister of 
public works, says that if this growth 
continues so that American mills shall 
absorb the entire product of American 
fields, Europe for the most part would 
be compelled to close her mills. In other - 
words, Europe is dependent upon the 
American crop. a 

“That this statement by M. Baudin is 
well founded the statistics of the cotton 
trade clearly show. In 1902 the world 
consumed 14,361,125 bales, or 200,776 less 
than the world’s production. The yearly 
demand has increased 2,470,924 bales in 
six years, while the yearly production 
has increased 2,479,422 bales in the same 
time. Of the total production in 1902 of 
14,150,380 bales, the United States sup- 
plied 10,380,380 bales. Of the total con- 
sumption of 14,351,156 only 3,988,745 
bales were taken by northern and sough- 
ern spinners in the United States. Never- 
theless our cotton mill industry ig grow. 
ing, for the number of our spindles hes 
increased from 17,356,537 in 1t897 to 2f,- 
550,000 in 1902. We operate over one- 
fifth of the total spindles of the world, 
and about one-third of these @f\- in’ the 


south.

Is the Home the Proper Place for 
Children? 
(Charlotte Perkins Gilman, in Success.) 
As it stands at present, the home is, 
im many respects, a most unsuitable 
place for children; and the mother, in 
many ways, !s an unsuitable person to 
have sole charge of them. Why? Be- 
cause the home—nine homes out of ten— 
is a workshop, and the moiher—nine 
mothers out of ten—is a toiling house 
fervant. Our ideal in the instinctive care 
and service of the young is the animal 
mother, yet we forget that that perfect- 
ed functionary has nothing else to do. 
She gives instinctive care, the young 
ones give instictive obedience, and all 
goes well—the species Is reproduced with 
tolerable success. But our children need 
far more than the young of animals or 
than the papooses of the toiling squaw. 
Théy need more intelligent care and 
an immeasurably wider scheme of educa- 
tion. To meet this last need society 
comes forward with its institutions. One 
of the most invaluable of all civilized 
institutions is the school. Private or 
public, low or high, a school Is a soctal 
institution, and its uge is the care and 
training of children. No modern citizen 
will deny the usefulness of the school, 
both in its supplementary position to the 
home, but as a reactive improvement to 
that more primitive “institution.” <A 
nation without schools is hopelessly itn- 
ferior, be its “homes” ever so active. 
We must remember that children of 
all races have homes, but only the chil- 
dren of civilized races have schools; or, 
to put it in due sequence, the schools 
make civilized races. There will be no 
opposition made on this line. We all 
know the value of education—or think 
we do. We are used to schools and their 
benefits. But we still maintain that, al- 
though beyon® a certain age of the child 
the home is patently tnadequate to his 
needs. below that age it is perfectly suf- 
ficient. For the care and education of 
onr college boys and girls we are giad 
to pav large sums, to endow peat insti- 
tutions, and to secure the leaders of 
eclence for instructors: In their mental 
progress we take great pride and iInter- 
eat: ard their physical exercises we fol- 
low with vast crowds of spectators and 
thunderous applause. Rut the care and 
education of our baby boys and girls we 
contentedly leave in the hands of the 
lowest grade of unskilled labor’ 
Millions of dollars to endow the instf- 
tutions for the youths ard maldens—not 
a cent to endow any institution for the 
babies—except for the pauper hahbles 
aforementioned. No trained minds of 
careful educators for the babies—any 
Irish gir) will do, or negress, or young 
immigrant of some sort. Their mentai 
progress, {if noted at all, Is merely a 
topic for ill-advised comment, fatuous 
admiration or laughter, and their phys- 
ical culture is unthought of. Why this 
cAllous indifference to the needs of little 
children? We love them well enough— 
why do we not do better by them? We 
assume that we are doing all that is 
necessary—that home and mother are 
quite enough.
